Washington: The sup reme court of 
the United States held constitutional 
the bank guaranty laws of Oklahoma 
Nebraska and Texas. These acts were 
p assed by the resp ective State Legis­ 
latures as a result oif the financial 
stringency beginning in 19 07. 
They 
were similar, excep t that the Nebras­ 
ka law made it obligatory all State 
banks to contribute to the guaranty 
fund, while the Oklahoma and Kansas 
legislatures left the contribution, with 
its attendant duties and benefits, to 
the discretion of he banks themselves.

In his collection 
are half a dozen y oung mares having 
records right around 2:10, together 
with several fast colts that gained 
records last season.

Washington, D. C.: 
President Taft 
has denied application for commu ta­ 
tion of sentence In the case of W. 
S. Harlan, manager of a great lu mber 
and tu rpentine company doing bu si­ 
ness in Florida and Alabama, who was 
indicted and convicted on a charge of 
conspiracy to violate the peonage stat­ 
u te of Florida. 
Harlan mu st serve a terra of eigh­ 
teen months’ imprisonment in addi­ 
tion to paying a fine of (5,000. 
The offense for which Harlan was 
convicted grew ou t of the alleged 
effort of his company to obtain 180 
laborers from New York, inclu ding a 
nu mber of Hu ngarians, Bu lgarians and 
other immigrants. They were taken in 
parties of twelve to twenty by sea to 
Savannah, thence to the company’* 
plant. 
‘‘The evidence clearly shows,” said 
the President in his opinion, "that 
on the way from Savannah to the 
company’s settlement a nu mber at­ 
tempted to escape and were physically 
detained and taken to the place of 
work. The Government of the United 
States has been at great pains and 
cost trying to su ppress peonage. 
It 
is mu ch more likely to be maintained 
su ccessfu lly where, as in these cases, 
the laborers are foreigners and do 
not speak English and hardly know 
their rights. If permitted to live at 
all, It will spread rapidly. When, there­ 
fore, a man of high bu siness standing 
and large enterprise is convicted of 
the offense, the pu nishment shou ld 
be su ch as to deter others from the 
practice. 
Fines 
are 
not 
effective 
against men of wealth.” 
President Taft, in his opinion, plain­ 
ly indicated that he does not intend 
to let a technicality of law defeat the 
ends of ju stice. The President had 
prepared, as the resu lt of an appeal 
by friends of Harlan, to commu te his 
Imprisonment sentence from eighteen 
months to six months, whereu pon the 
attorneys of the convicted man tried 
to have him set at liberty altogether, 
claiming that “as a sentence of six 
months cou ld not u nder the law be 
execu ted in the penitentiary to which 
Harlan had been sentenced, it cou ld 
not be execu ted anywhere, and, there­ 
fore, he mu st be given his liberty.” 
"In order to prevent the u se of 
•u ch a technicality in the fu tu re,” 
said the President, "to avoid the sen­ 
tence, I shall make no order of com­ 
mu tation, bu t shall 
allow the sen­ 
tence to stand u ntil after the defend- 
and Is imprisoned, and then shall ex­ 
ercise su ch Execu tive clemency as 
I may be advised the case requ ires. 
The sentence of eighteen months is 
therefore in fu ll force.”

More than forty witnesses, the ma­ 
jority identified with the labor u nion 
movement, were su mmoned from San 
Francisco and other cities. 
In addi­ 
tion labor u nion officials were su m­ 
moned. 
In all the Grand Ju ry ex­ 
amined more than 200 persons. 
Among the labor leaders su mmoned 
from San Francisco 
were 
Olaf 
E. 
Tvtotmoe and Anton Johannsen, who 
were su pposed to have known J. B. 
Bryce, M. A. Schmidt and David Kap­ 
lan, three su spects in the case, who 
were in the city for a few hou rs after 
the explosion, bu t su bsequ ently disap­ 
peared. 
According to the detectives, Bryce 
Schmidt and Kaplan were the three 
who pu rchased from a San Francisco 
powder firm the dynamite u sed to de­ 
stroy the Times and part of which 
was later fou nd In the infernal ma­ 
chine planted u nder the residence of 
Felix J. Zeehandlaar, secretary of the 
Merchants and Manu factu rers’ Asso­ 
ciation. 
This organization had 
op­ 
posed the extensiou of labor u nions in 
this city.

'Washington, Jan. 9 .—A contribu tion 
designed to clarify the confu sed situ a­ 
tion which has arisen over the qu ee 
tion of the right of the United States 
to fortify the Panama Canal was su b­ 
mitted by former Senator Foraker of 
Ohio to President Taft, who made 
it pu blic. 
Throu gh a period du ring 
which the Ilay-Pau ncefote treaty was 
negotiated and ratified by both the 
United States and Great Britain Sen­ 
ator Foraker advised with John Hay, 
then Secretary of State, and made 
many of the su ggestions which were 
incorporated in the treaty, preserv­ 
ing to this Government the right to 
take su ch means as It deemed neces­ 
sary to protect the canal property and 
shipping withou t specifically au thor­ 
izing fortifications. 
Senator Foraker’s letter to Presi­ 
dent Taft, which is made pu blic now, 
apparently becau se it u ndertakes to 
dispose of the qu estion of the right 
mt this Government to constru ct su ch 
fortifications as it may deem neces­ 
sary for the protection of the canal 
property, reviews the acts of the Sen­ 
ate 
in 
connection with the treaty- 
making with England and laws passed 
su bstantially to the ratification of the 
existing Hay-Pau ncefote treaty.

letter tells of the ratification of a 
treaty by the Senate Dee. 20, 19 00, 
which was selected by the British Gov­ 
ernment.

A can opener that is a regular cab­ 
inet of tools has been designed by a 
New York man. In addition to open­ 
ing tin cans and boxes, this imple­ 
ment will remove th© paper tops from 
milk bottles and the crown caps from 
beer bottles, take out the at corks 
from mustard bottles and jars andj 
draw the cork of any other kind of) 
bottle. 
In general

tool resembles roost other can open* 


irs, but there is a spiked projection 
above the main blade and a hook in 
the rear of it. 
This upper spike is 
for lifting out milk bottle caps, which 
are often hard to get out with the 
fingers or a fork .and for extracting 
the flat corks, for which it is scarcely 
worth while to use a corkscrew. The 
corkscrew, by the way, is hinged to 
the tool and folds into the handle 
fwhen not in use. The hook is for re­ 
moving tha caps from beer and soft- 
drink bottles.

H andkerchiefs With Careful Handling 
Can Be Made to Last Much 
Longer. 


. Delicate handkerchiefs can be done 
sip easily at home, and careful hand­ 
ling causes them to wear much bet­ 
ter. 
Wet them, rub each gently over 
with good white soap, and 
soak 
in 
(tepid water overnight. 
Squeeze out 
((do not wring), put them in a 
small 
^enameled pan, cover with cold water 
land half a teaspoonful of powdered 
borax. Boll slowly, pour Into a basin, 
(add cold water and squeeze out all 
aoap. 
Next immerse them in clear tepid 
(water, rinse about 
in 
this; 
then 
plunge Into cold water tinged 
with 
blue. 
Leave in this for half an hour, 
.squeeze and dip into a slight stiffen­ 
ing (one teaspoonful of corn flour to 
a cupful of bolling water). 
Squeeze 
and roll carefully each handkerchief 
in a towel, and iron with a moderate­ 
ly hot iron.

When done remove from oven 
and sprinkle sugar over the top and 
sift grated nutmeg over the sugar, 
fThis flavors it. Set away to cool. 


Apple Dowdy.
